Washington, May 14.—(#)—Individ- 
ual income taxpayers were given a pros- 
pective $25,000,000 slice of the pend- 
ing $200,000,000 tax reduction melon 
today when the senate voted a down- 
ward revision of the surtax rate ap- 
plying on incomes between $20,000 
and $80,000. 

An attempt by the republicans, 
however, to have’ the reduction apply 
retroactively on incomes of last yeat 
on which taxes are paid this year 
was rejected, 54 to 28, as the west- 
ern republican independents broke 
from the ranks to join the solid demo- 
cratic ‘lineup in oppesition. 

Both propositions are subject to fi- 
nal vote on passage and the changes 
must be accepted by the house, Repub- 
licans and democrats favored a down- 
ward revision of the surtax rate, 
which was ignored by the house, but
